demand. He will also give prompt information as to the present 
and probahle future needs of his division. He will, as the ord- 
nance representative of the division commander, see that all 
proper regnisitlons for ordnance material are either promptly 
filled from stores under his control or promptly transmitted to 
higher anthority, as the case may demand. He will see that 
all oHnsnce equipment tn tils division Is malatalned In a hlgta 
state of efficiency and «tll make such recommeadationa t» the 
eommandtng officer of the dlvlslm as may be necessaty to Insure 
this result. 

i. Duties of ordnance officer In cue Of « dtTlsisn I>^«rii1tiny 
Bep«ratel]'> — Tn the case of a divisUx) operating separate, tbe 
ordnaace officer will ezen^se sBpervlsJon over the antlra «vd- 
nance serriee of the division, Inclnding that of the line of com- 
munications- He should keep himself informed as to the plans 
and loteotlons of the coounMider ta tto s^ that tl|e reaulred 
sni^lIeB ot ordnance material may be on hand at ttie proper 
time and place. 

6. Clerleal asslgtance and office supplies, diTialon ord- 
iiaiiee ofleer; eoitrol of msfcile ordaaace repair Bhoye. — 
The division ordnaHCe offlccr will be 8iqtp)l«<J with t%e secessary 
personnel by the division commander. In Tiew of Uie fact that 
the diviston ordnance officer Is a meteber of the tactical «taff, 
the <rfBee supplies ehoold be secured from the divMon qsarter- 
master. Tfcere will be under Ms control tfce moMle «Tdna(ice 
F^alr Aops wltb tfte eqiAfHoeDt and persoa&el neoeasary for 
such Impairs to flald artHlet^, personal eaalpEhent, and amaa 
arua as may ba made is thefleld.'

— Upon tbe outbreak of war or 
ivhen -war Is Imminent field ordnance depots will be establfshed 
it or near campa of concentration In wlilf* the forces of the 
United States are collected. Field ordnance depots will also be 
^stabllEAied at or near camps at porta of embarkation and In 
the zone of the line of eommunieatlomt 

10. Ordnanee depots and saMepots dnrlii; «peratl*iifi In 
the field. — ^Whea an army, army corps, division, w separate 
brigade Is operating In the field In time of war, an ordnance 
depot 'tvIH be established at the base of operations and sab- 
depots win be eatabllshed at sach points along the lines of 
t^ommnnlcatlons and elsewhere as oirenmstances maf reqnlre. 

11. fleneral supply ordnanee dep«tB.-^n addition to the 
present authorized method of establishing ordnance and camp 
supply depots and recelvliig, storing, and Issalng supidlfes there- 
from, the Chief of Ordnance will establi^ general supply 
depotfl for the receipt, storage, and lasoe of ordnance material 
at such points as may be necessary. Said depots and the re- 
ceipt, storage, and Issue of supplies shall be ezenqtt from the 
control of department and division commanders.

19. H«w de8lrnBt«4.— The commaDdlng ofRcers of field ord- 
nance depota win be designated In War Department orders. 

IS. Statos mnder certain oonditlons.-— When several de^ts 
Bre eatabllshed on the line of commnntcationB, the commanding 
Officers thereof are assistants to the chief ordnance officer, who 
Is on the staff of the commander of the line of communications. 
When ordnance depots are established independently of the line 
of commnnicatlons for the purpose of serving: an army, army 
corps, or s^arate division directly, the commanding officers 
thereof are assistants to the chief ordnance officer, who Is on the 
staff of the comntander of the troops. 

14. Dntles in ease of depot betng at a camp of concentra- 
Uoii or port of cntbarkstlon.^The duties of the commanding 
officer of a field ordnance depot at a camp of concentration or 
at a camp at a port of embarkation comprise all necessary pro- 
visions tar the supply and issue of all arms, ammunition, and 
equipment required to eqnlp new troops concentrated at the 
camp, to supply any deficiencies in the equipment of mobile 
forces ia the vldnlty, and for the maintenance of ordnance stores 
in the hands of troops at as Wgh a level of efficiency as circum- 
stances will permit. 

IK. Statns of depot oonmaader ander preeedln; para- 

grspli; camp depots. — ^The commending office of such a depot

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will report direct to and be under the Bupervlslon of the Chief of 
Ordnance, it In the United States, or tlie commanding officer of 
such general supply depot as he may direct. Camp depots will 
be onder the direction of division or camp commanders for dis- 
cipline, protection, and coordination of supply within their divl- 
Bions or camps. OrganlEfltlons Will requisition supplies from 
their own camp depots. 

IS. Ihitles In oase of depot being on the line of eommnnles- 
fions. — The duties of the commanding ofBcer of an ordnance 
depot on the line of communications comprise the necessary 
provisions for the prompt supply of arms, ammunition, and equip- 
ment to depots or sul»depots in his front or to division trains as 
may be required. He will also make such provisions for the 
cleaning, preserving, and repairing of ordnance material In the 
hands of troops in the Held as may be practicable. 

17. Dntles in ease of depot being: independent of the line 
of eoramiuileattons. — The duties of the commanding officer of 
an ordnance depot Independent of the line of commanlcatioDS 
comprise the necessary provisions for the prompt supply of arms, 
ammuDitlon, and equipment to the troops whom he is serving, 
and for the cleaning, preserving, and repairing of ordnance ma- 
terial in the hands of the troops so far as la practicable. 

18. Office personnel and sappUes. — For the proper perform- 
ance of the duties with which the commanding officer of an 
ordnance depot la charged, he will be supplied with the necessary 
assistants, tools, and supplies, comprising — 

(a) An office force and detachment consisting of ordnance 

sergeants and other enlisted men of ordnance as 
prescribed in the Tables of Organization. 

(b) Office and storehouse supplies. 

(c) Reserve ordnance and ordnance supplies. 

When an ordnance depot Is established for a larger force or 
on the line of communications, the personnel and snpplies of 
various kinds will be varied to suit the rfrcumstances of the 
case. Depots of this kind may be formed by a consolidation of 
two or more division depots. 

19. Office and B(«rekonBe space and personnel; supplies lor 
troops.— ^The commanding officer of a depot should make ar- 
rangement for the necessary office and storehouse space, calling 
upon the Quartermaster Corps for the erection of temporary 
buildings if other space la not available. He will organize Ids 
office and storehouse force and provide for a repair shc^ as 
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aamuMDtaa oppiceks of field oeditance depots, n 

promptly as practicable, so as to be in readlnesa to fill all 
proper requlsltionB from troops and make ordinary repairs to 
ordDance material that can not be repaired by tlie troops. For 
the execution of the necessary work of repairing ordnance 
material he will Titlllze the eervlcea of the ordnance detail at- 
tached to his depot, as authorized in the tables of organiEatlon. 
He will, by timely requisition, Iteep on hand a sufficient stock 
of stores to properly supply the troops authorized to requisition 
from his depot. He will ascertain, it practicable, the plans and 
intentions of the War Department and of the commander of ttte 
camp with reference to the troops with whose supply he Is 
charged, to the end that he may sni^ly In advance arms, am- 
munition, and sui^lles required for the execution of tiie plans. 

50. Instmetions eoneemln; certain dnlles.—Ad officer hav- 
ing been appointed as commanding officer of an ordnance depot 
on the line of communications or of a depot established inde- 
pendently of the line of eommunicatlone should, immediately 
after reporting at the designated place, ascertain the wishes of 
the chief ordnance officer concerned as to the location of the 
depot The latter officer Is presumed to have informed hima rtf 
already of the wishes of the commander of the Une of com- 
munications, or of the troops, as to the location of the d^iot 
In the case of a base depot a large margin of room for ezpan^on 
should be allowed. The commanding officer of the depot will 
then proceed to make his arrangements, under the direction of 
the chief ordnance officer concerned, as prescribed for the com- 
manding officer of an ordnance depot at a camp of concentra- 
tion. It is not to be expected, however, tbat this commanding 
officer of an ordnance depot on the line of communications, or 
serving troops directly, will be required to make heavy issues 
of field and siege artillery material, arms, and equipment His 
heaviest Issues will be ammanlHon for mobile artillery and for 
small arras. 

The commanding officer of the depot should be informed 
through the chief ordnance officer concerned as to the plans and 
Intentions of the commander of the troops whom he is serving. 
so that he may provide In advance the ordnance material 
required for the execution of the plans, 

51. Captured and abandoned ordnance and ordnaace 
stores. — The commanding officer of an ordnance depot will re- 
ceive and account for all captured and abandoned ordnance and 
ordnance stores. In case this material can be utilized by the 
troops he will issue It on receiving Instructions to that effect.

The commanding officer of the d^tot, If located In tlie United ' 
States, will r^Kirt direct to tbe Ciiief of Ordnance and be re- 
sponsible directly to him on all matters concerning tbe operation 
of his depot. He will be supplied with the necessary peraonnd 
officers, enlisted men, and civilians as may be necessary for the 
proper operation of hie depot He will also be supplied with all 
necessary office furniture, egulpmeBt and supplies as may be 
necessary for the proper bnndling of tils stores. 

St. Dl«trlb«tl«B bb4 iMne »f ordnaBee nateiial.— The 
Chief of Ordnance will distribute ordnance material to ordnance 
depots tn the United States from mannfactnrers, arsenals, or 
other Aepota. Issues ot ordnance material from these d«^ts 
will he made by direction of the Chief of Ordnance or on direct 
requisition from camp depots wMch the supply depot has been 
dealgnated to supply.

2& BesfoulbiUi}' uA amoiuttabllltr for property.— When 
troops are operating In the field the principal reserrta of am- 
muoJtlcHi and other ordnance prc^ierty, which la for iwns to the 
several commands under tbe dtrecttoo of army corps and dlvl- 
sion commanders, will be under tbe control oC tbe chief ordnance 
officers of the army corps and of tbe division ordnance officers 
and In charge of the depot ordnance <Acers. rae latter wiU be 
responsible and accounlaWe for property In Hielr charge. Oiief 
ordnance officers of an army coriM, dlvlsloQ ordnaQce officers, 
and ordnance offlewa on the staff of commanders of ports of 
embarkation have no property accountiAillt?, as a role, their 
duties bdng iturely admiulstratiTe and advisory. 

SS. Koblle orftnanM repair skops.— Tbe mobile ordnance 
r^ialr ^bope are attached to tbe ammanltlon train of the divi- 
sion for administrative purposes only. Tbey are under tbe 
orders ot the tUvialon command^', bat will normally be con- 
trolled by the division ordnance officer. Tbeee mobile abops are 
composed of HutMOoblle tracks fitted up nlth light machines

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and tools and wltb spare parts suitable for repairing field 
artillery material, small arma, and personal equipment for the 
purpose of making anch repairs as can not be made in the sev- 
eral batteries, troops, or companies. The personnel of the mo- 
bile ordnance repair shops include officers and enlisted men 
eqteclally trained In repair work. 

87. BeqalBltlonB Inr property tor troops In the Held.— 
When troops are In the field In time of war, requisitions for 
such articles of ordnance pri^ierty as may be needed by the 
unit sni^ly officers will be made, through Immediate commanders, 
on the ordnance officer of the divlsloD, expedition, ^tc, con- 
cerned, who will make arrangements for making the appro- 
priate issnes from an ordnance depot or train. If the immediate 
commanders have reserve or surplus ordnance stores under 
their charge, they will provide for mablug tlie authorized Issues 
as far as practicable, and they will report on the requislttons 
the quantities bo Issued. 

88. BeqnlBltlons for property tor troops In aotlre oper- 
ations afr^lKst *ii enemy. — When troops are engaged In active 
operations against an enemy, requisitions may be submitted 
orally to the ordnance officer whose facilities for making prompt 
Issues are the greatesl In such cases the requiring officer will, 
whatever practicable, submit his requisition In the form of an 
invoice and receipt, each In duplicate, covering transf^ of the 
articles desired, thus providing for a more expeditious issue of 
the property, 

89. Trufifen of condemned nnserrloeable ordnamee prop- 
Wtj. — When troops are operating in the field In time of war 
transfers of unserviceable ordnance property which has been 
condemned and ordered turned in to a depot will generally be 
made to the nearest ordnance d^pot 

SO. Froeednre In ease of property captured from an 
enemy. — When military stores similar to those supplied by the 
Ordnance Department have been captured from an enemy or 
found Dpon being abandoned by him, the officer securing the 
property will report the facts to the chief ordnance officer of 
the division, expedition, eta, concerned, who will make arrange- 
ments for turning the property in to the nearest ordnance depot, 
unless It can be used in operations against the en»ny. The 
officer securing the property will famish a brief report of the 
capture or finding, together with a list of the stores. In order 
that the circumstances of the capture or finding may be made 
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a part of the record of the property. This property Is required 
to be accounted tor, and the report and list of stores will con- 
stitute a Toucher reqalring the receiving officer to account for 
the property. The voucher Is required to accompany the retnm 
to which it pertains. 

SI, PrMednre In ease of property lost In an engagement — 
.When ordnance proj^rty has been lost In an engagement the 
reaponalble officer will famish the accountable officer, as a 
voucher anthorUlng Iilm to drop the articles from his return, 
an affidavit, giving the date, place, and the drcnmstances under 
which the loss occorred. When the loes did not come under 
the observation of the reeponsible officer, an affidavit to tlie 
same effect will be furnished by an officer or noucommisstoned 
officer cognizant of the facta
